LICENSE LAW. 


.Legislature May Fix a Uniform Fee 


For the Saloons. 


Madison, Was., Jan. 16—Country 


members who 'have returned to the 
capital for the 'legislative session re- 
port that .there will be introduced in- 
to the legslature this week a bill, 
:wMcih, if adopted, will very .radically 
•change the saloon license law in this 
state. 


The measure, as proposed, provides 


-first for the fixing of the saloon li- 
cense in all cities of over 50,000 in- 
Oiatntants 'at $800 a year, and provides 
that in cities leaving -a population be- 
tween 10,000 and 50,000 tlhe license 
.•shall be $500 a year, while ir. other 
places the license fee is fixed -at $200. 


Some Othe Features. 


Strong efforts are also to be made, 


it is learned, to secure the passage of 
this measure,- and already consider- 
able literature has been sent out in 
favor of the .bill. 
The raising 
of 


the license fee is, however, not the 
only radical feature of the measure. 
By its terms the issuance of licenses 
for the sale of liquor in business es- 
tablishments where drugs, dry goods, 
clothing, jewelry or hardware is kept 
is forbidden, and in this way the pro- 
jectors of the measure expect to pre- 
vent the combination of the saloon and 
other businesses. 
No license either 


is to be issued for the carrying on of 
the saloon business by amy person 
engaged in another business unless it 
"be in some place entirely separate 
and distinct -from the building 
in 


which the other business is ongaged 
in.

LEGISLATURE GETS TO 
WORK, 


Revision of Oil Inspectors Salaries— 


Steps for Re-apportionment. 


Madison, Wis.t Jan. 16.—The legis 


lature began its session in earnest last 
night. 
The principal measures intro- 


duced in the senate were bills offer- 
ed by Senator Milis. One provides for 
a revision of the salaries of the state 
oil inspector and his deputies and also 
for important changes in the matter of 
inspection. 
The measure is drafted 


along the lines suggested -by Gov. La- 
Follette in his message. 


Another bill provides for the repeal 


of the present taxation system where- 
by street railways pay 'a tax on the 
gross earnings of the road, and substi- 
tutes a system of taxation on the valua 
tion of property just as otner -prop- 
erty is taxed. 


In the senate the first steps were 


taken for the appointment of a joint 
committee of the two houses to act on 
the legislative tre^appCVti'Oinment of 
the state.

This test was started three years ago 


at the suggestion of *he Indian med- 
icine chief. 
White Ho/rse agreed to 


take the pepper and his squaw the 
salt. 
The squaw died two years ago 


but the old chief is still alive. 


Attribute Long Life to Pepper. 


Houston says concerning the ex- 


periment: 


"I am no doctor .and know nothing 


about medicine, but I know that pep- 
per is much better to prolong life than 
salt. 
I have known the Cheyenne 


and Apache Indians for twenty five 
years and they ore long lived peo- 


ple. 
Some of the squaws are as old 


as 120 years. 
. They attribute this 


plenty :of pepper in their food, 
plenty of pepper in tiieirf ood. 


Say It Also Cures 
Asthma. 


"Three years ago a discussion arose 


among the Indians as to whether salt 
or pepper was the best to prolong life 
You know that the Indians are pretty 
well posted on the value of anything 
as a medicine, and some of them said 
that salt was the best. 
Among this 


number was the squaw of the White 
Horse. 
So siie agreed to take more 


than the usual quantity of salt with 
her food, while the old man was to 
take more pepper, She has been dead 
two years and he is as strong as ever, 
althoiigh 112 years of age. 


"I have found that pepper is a good 


cure for asthma myself."

ELIJAH W. BLAISDELL DEAD. 


Firm Man to Kama Lincoln for Freil- 


dency Expires at ftockforcl. 


Rockford, 111., Jan. 16.—Elijah W. 


Blaisdell, one of the founders of the 
Republican party and the first man to 
name Lincoln for president, is dead 
here; He was born in Montpelier, Vt., 
in 1826, and came west in 1853, settling 
in Rockford. He purchased the Rock- 
ford Forum and made it a pronounced 
abolitionist paper, changing its name 
to the Republican. Mr. Blaisdell at- 
tended the convention at Springfield, 
when Abraham Lincoln made his 'fa- 
mous speech, and when rt is said by 
many the Republican party was first 
organized. 
His 
sentiments, as ex- 


pressed in his paper and at the big 
mass meeting here shortly 'before, were 
identical with those expressed by Lin- 
coln in his address of that day. Later 
Mr. Blaisdell studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He was elected fo 
the state legislature in 1S5S and voted 
for Lincoln for United States senator. 
He was twice married. Besides the 
widow, five sons survive—Byron, Rich- 
ard of Chicago, Elijah Warde (the well 
known artist), Henry of Chicago and 
George and Shelly of this city.

Bunches of Old and Young Men Much 


Given to Expectoration Have Be- 
come a Filthy Nuisance—Common 
Council Should Pass a Prohibitive 
Ordinance—A Dangerous Habit. 


At various points throughout the 


city but most noticeaibly on corners 
where a full view may be had in four 
directions at once, is stationed every 
evening a bunch of men, usually young 
•whose main object apparently is the 
obstruction of traffic and whose ""sec- 
ondary motive is an expectoration con- 
test. 
Both objects are pursued with 


a vigor which if applied to'legitimate 
lines of business would undoubtedly 
win fame and fortune. 


The case is not in the least 
new 


and if all ttoe newspaper testimony 
against it were compiled it would fit 
out a small sized library. 
Nor is the 


expectoa-ation -habit confined to Jan- 
esville, although it is here assuming 
an epidemic phase. 


Chicago which shows as much ener- 


gy to combat a nuisance as the pro- 
moters to continue^it comes to the 
front this morning with an ordinance 
making it ,a misdemeanor to spit in 
in public. 
The text o-f the ordinance 


is as follows:

"Whereas, Spitting upon sidewalks, 


in public places, and in public convey- 
ances is detrimental to health, by rea- 
son of the danger ot spreading conta- 
gimts diseases, and is also a public 
nuisance which should be 
abated, 


therefore 


"Be it ordained by the city council 


of tSie city of Chicago: 


"Section 1. No person shall spit 


upon any public sidewalk oa- upon the- 
floor of any public conveyance, or up- 
on the floors of any theatre, hall, as- 
sembly rom or public building. 


"Section. 2. Any pe-rson violating 


the provisions1 of this ordinance shall 
upon conviction be fined in a sum not 
ess than $1 nor more than $5. 


"Section. 3. TMs ordinance shall 


se in effect from and after its pas- 
>age and approval by the mayor."

AN ORDINANCE relating to tho installation 


_ 
and maintainence of metallic return cir- 
cuits for couveyiuB olectricity used as a motive 
power for railroads and street railways. 


Tho Mayor and Common Council of the City 


of Janesville do urdain ns follows: 
Sec. 1. Every person, firm or corporation, opa- 


rating, owning or coutroJinga railroad or Street 
R'tiiwsy witlim the city of Janesville.upon which 
cars are now, or heronftor shall be operated or 
bropol'ed by electricity as the motive power 
with a grounded return cncuit (or conveying 
the electricity, shall inslnll aud maintain a me 
tallic return circuit of such cross section and 
conductivity for conveying: the electricity so 
used BS a motive power tbat the maximum dif- 
forence of potential will not at any time exceed 
one volt between any pnrt of such metallic re- 
tarn circuit and any water pipes, gas pipes, te- 
lephone < r telpgrarh cables or other melals not 
installed for the purpose of forming a part ol 
such metallic return circuit, and that there will 
not be a variation in difference of potential ex 
ceooing one half volt between any two measure- 
ments at the same time at points alone and un- 
on said metallic return circuit within adistanco 
of three hundred feet 01 loss from each other. 
Surh metallic return circuit shall bo installed 
and maintained in accordance with the pro. 
visions of any ordinance of the cily of Janes 
iTjlJe. now or hereafter in force. 
:; Sec. 11. Such metallic return circuit shall b» 
i natal lei and in ueo on or before tho first d«y 
of July 1901. 
* 


' Sec. III. Any person, firmer corporation vio- 
lating tho terms of Ibis ordinance, or who fails, 
neglects, or refuses to comply therewith shall 
upon conviction thereof bo fined not less than 
twenty.five dollars nor more than fifty dollars • 
and such person, firm, or corporation shall be 
deemed guilty of a separate and distinct oltence 
for every day during which such person, firm or 
corporation violates, fails, neglects or refuse* 
to comply with any or all of the requirements 
of tins ordinance. 


Sec. IV. This ordinance shall take effect and 


po in force irom and after it» passage pnd pub- 
lication, which publication shall be for three 
success! ve days.

The doctor 


who 'sent the message asked the po- 
lice to look up the two men ami if 
they were found in this city to detain 
them. 


The police made a careful search 


around the town but were unable to 
fin-d .anything of the two men. 
Tliey 


were at a loss to kmow .what to do with 
*hiemi if they did find them and were 
not over anxious to expose themselves 
to 'the -disease. 


There is a determined effort being 


made by the people of 
Milton to 


suppress any facts concerning the dis- 
ease and they claim that there is no 
small pox in the town.

TRADE OF THE WORLD. 


Treasury Statistics Show Bnla.nce of 


Trade In Our Favor. 


A statistical abstract of the world 


which will show tlio imports and ex- 
ports of every country having statistic- 
al reports is tlio ambition of the bureau 
of statistics of the treasury depart- 
ment, says the New York Tribune. To 
present in n single volume a picture of 
the world's commerce not only of to- 
day, but extending over a long term of 
years, nncl to show that commerce in 
detail ns to principal articles, country 
by country, with quantities aucl values 
stated in United States currency nnd 
measures of quantity, is n. work of no 
small magnitude, lint of such great im- 
portance to the commercial interests of 
the country that it is being resolutely 
undertaken by the bureau of statistics. 
The details o£ this work, which will be 
carried on under the personal supervi- 
sion of the chief of the 'bureau, have 
been intrusted to Benjamin T. Welch, 
whose long service in the bureau espe- 
cially fits him for this duty. 


The opening chapter of the proposed 


volume has already been completed. It 
shows the total imports and exports of 
each country of the world having sta- 
tistical records from the earliest date 
for which the figures ai'o obtainable 
down to the present time. 


One especially interesting fact devel- 


open by a study of these figures is that 
In the ease of the United States they 
show, with much greater frequency 
than in other countries, a favorable 
"balance of trade," or excess oi' exports 
over imports. In the United Kingdom, 
Germany, 
France, 
Belgium. 
Italy, 


Netherlands, Sweden and Norway and 
practically all lOuropean countries ex- 
cept 
Russia, 
Austria-Hungary 
and 


Spain the imports exceed the exports, 
in some cases by largo sums, and this 
is true also of China and Japan. In 
the newer and great producing coun- 
tries—Canada. Mexico, Argi'iitina, Aus- 
tralia and India—the exports exceed 
the 
imports in nearly 
every case, 


though in sums which are Insignificant 
when compared with the enormous bal- 
ance of trade in favor of the United 
States in recent years. 


The commerce of -17 countries other 


than the United States is detailed in 
the opening tables of the proposed vol- 
ume. 
Of this number IS countries 


show an excess of exports over im- 
ports, and 2!) show an excess of im- 
ports over exports. The principal coun- 
tries which show an excess of exports 
over imports are Canada. Mexico. Ar- 
gentina, 
Chile. 
Ausiralasia. 
India. 


Egypt, Spain, Austrni-IIiiiipiry 
nnd 


Russia. 
A study of the detailed [ig- 


ures [a this group of favored countries 
whoso exports exceed their imports 
and a comparison of their exports with 
those of the United States alone fur- 
nish a striking evidence of the phe- 
nomenal prosperity of our own coun- 
try. No one of the IS countries whose 
exports exceed imports shows n bal- 
ance of trade approaching that enjoy- 
ed by the united States, and a com- 
pilation of the excess of exports in tlio 
entire group of IS countries having 
such excess gives a grand total of only 
$4.14,845,000 in the latest obtainable 
year as against an excess of $5-14,542,- 
131 in favor o£ the United States alouo 
in the fiscal year 1000.
